Dr. Peter H. Raven, 
“The Politics of Preserving Biodiversity” 


Friday, May 31

The esteemed lecturer for this 
year’s Claire Matzger Lilienthal 
series is Dr. Peter Raven, director 
of the Missouri Botanical Garden. 
This distinguished scientist will be 
discussing the importance and 
difficulties of preserving bio- 
diversity. 

Dr. Raven feels that the impor- 
tance of the work of systematists 
and biologists has never been as 
crucial as it is right now. As half of 
the world’s species of plants occur 
in the tropical moist forests which 
are expected to be destroyed with- 
in the next 30 years and no less 
than one-fifth of the world’s spe- 
cies of arthropods, a group heavily 
concentrated in the tropics, will 
be extinet mthe mext'>5 years, it 
is imperative that we take the role 
of conservation biologists serious- 
ly. It has been 65 million years, the 
end of the Cretaceous Period, 
since the planet faced this rate of 
extinction. We are not only losing 
the species, we are losing the 
communities and habitats in 
which they occur. 

“Not until we realize that we 
share the responsibility for the

management of one small planet, 
ultimately our only resource, with 
all of the other people on Earth, 
and act on that realization, will 
there be any hope for the preser- 
vation of biological diversity. We 
who enjoy the privilege of living 
here must accept that privilege as 
a mandate for responsible action 
and an opportunity for service 
rather than a license for endless 
self-indulgence.’ 

This heart-felt and important 
perspective on the state of our 
natural world will be expanded 
upon by Dr. Raven in his lecture 
on May 31st. The reception will | 
start at 6 pm and the lecture at 
7:30.

Universe’

Saturn as seen from the Hubble Space 
Telescope. 


The launch of NASA’s Hubble 
Space Telescope (HST) in April of 
1990, started an exciting new era 
for observational astronomy. 
Although currently suffering from 
an optical flaw, HST has produced 
some exciting results, including 
tantalizing evidence for a massive 
black hole at the center of a 
galaxy. Far above Earth’s bright 
and turbulent atmosphere, the tel- 
escope will eventually be able to 
peer deep into space and provide 
views of unsurpassed clarity at 
infrared, optical and ultraviolet 
wavelengths. 

On May 14 at 7:30 pm in the 
Morrison Planetarium, Dr. Alex 
Filippenko of UC Berkeley’s 
Astronomy Department, will 
describe the scientific instruments 
aboard the HST, the flaw in its op- 
tical system, and the efforts being 
made to overcome this flaw. A 
slide show will illustrate some of 
the results already obtained with 
the telescope.

Charles W. Chesterman, Honorary 
Curator of Minerals, died on 
March 25, 1991. Mr. Chesterman 
was associated with the Academy 
for 37 years, first as a Research 
Assistant in 1954, and later as a 
Fellow and Honorary Curator. 

Mr. Chesterman received his 
M.A.in Geology from UC Berkeley. 
In 1947, he joined the Calif. Div. 
of Mines and Geology, where he 
worked until his retirement. His 
many publications cover a wide 


_range of subjects, including miner- 


al resources and California 
geology. 

During his years at the Academy, 
Chesterman developed and led a 
number of popular members’ trips 
and classes in geology and miner- 
alogy. He was responsible for the 
research and display of minerals at 
the Academy for many years, and 
added significantly to the collec- 
tions through his field work.

She studied and lived with these 
fascinating primates until her 
untimely death in 1985. But her 
efforts to understand and conserve 
these endangered animals have

They will also 
describe current research and 
recent efforts to use ecotourism to 
protect the remaining gorillas.
